OW this day comes the Post- DISPATCH, 
acting in and for the Oity of St. Louis 
and the good citizens thereof, and finds 
and true presentment makes of the following 
violations of the letter and spirit of the law, 
against the best interests of the citizens and 
contrary to the laws and dignity of the State. 


FIRST—That sections 5 and 6 of article III. of 
the City Charter provide and are as follows: 

Sec. 6. Every member of the House of Dele- 
gates shall, before the day of election, have 
attained the age of at least 25 years, have 
been a citizen of the United States six and an 
inhabitant of the city three years, and ot the 
ward which he may be chosen to represent 
one year, and shall have paid city and State taxes 
for at least two years next before the day of election. 

Src. 6. In addition to the qualifications in 
the preceding sections, every member of the 
Munjcipal Assembly shall possess the follow. 
ing: He shall not be directly or indirectly in- 
terested in any contract with the city, or 
any department or inetitate thereof, 
and shall not be indebted to the State 
or city on account of any tar. He shall 
not have been convicted of malfeasance in 
office, bribery, or other corrupt practices or 
crimes. Before any member of the Council or 
House of Delegates shall take his seat or per- 
form the duties of his office, he shall take and 
subscribe an oath before the Register (who shall file 
the same in nis office) that he possesses ali of the 
qualijications required in this and the preceding sec- 
tions, and is not subject to any of the disqualijica- 
tions therein named, and that he will support the 
Constitution of the United States and of this 
state, and faithfully discharge the duties of 
bis office. Any member who shall at any time 
during his term cease to possess any of the 
qualifications mentioned in this and the pre- 
ceding sections shall thereby forfeit his office, 
and the same shall be filled as provided for in 
eases of other vacancies. 


SECOND—That the members of the present 
House of Delegates swore to and subscribed to 
the following oath of office: 

I, „ having been elected by the 
qualified voters of the of the Oity 
of St. Louis to be a member of the 
House of Delegates of the City of St. 
Louis, do solemnly swear that I will 
support the Constitution of the United 
States, the Constitution of the State of 
Missouri, and the charter and ordi- 
nances of the City of St. Louis, and 
faithfully discharge the duties of my 
office; that I possess all the qualifications 
prescribed by sections & and 6 of Article 3 of 
the City Charter, and that I am not subject 
to any of the disqualijfications therein 
named

THIRD—That this oath was taken by the 
following members of that body on the dates 
Opposite their names, and isso recorded at 
the City Register’s office:

THE ARGUMENT. 


BRIEFLY, the Argument in this case is as 
follows: The city charter provides certain 
necessary qualifications for members of the 
House of Delegates. These are a guarantee 
to the voters that the candidates are respon- 
sible men having common interests with the 
citizens. It is the law, with which all candl- 
dates must comply. It is made effective by 
the oath which it prescribes shall be taken. 
That oath, in accordance with the intention of 
the charter, makes the taker specifically 
swear ‘‘that J possess all the pre- 
scribed by sections 6 and 6 of Article III. of the 
City Charter and that I am not subject to any of the 
disqualifications therein named. The criminal 
intent of any man who would subscribe to this 
oath without having the qualifications re- 
quired is out of the question. The evidence of 
his crime is over his own signature, and does 
not present a single palltating circumstance or 
leave the slighest room for misunderstanding 
or innocent error. With this evidence and 
statement the case is respectfully submitted to 
the Grand- jury. 


THE EVIDENCE. 


The hearing before the Grand-jury will, 
under the statutes be an er parte proceeding, 
wherein only the convicting testimony will be 
taken against the Delegates, and no witnesses 
willbe summoned for the defense. Witha 
broader view of justice, and that both sides 
may be presented to the Grand-jury, & state- 
ment of the eviderce of each case is given 
herewith. It is also due to the suspected mem- 
bers to say thatthey, in every instance, deny 
the allegations. 

The following statement of DELEGATE 
PETER R. MORRISSEY of the First Ward, 
published in the Republican of the 2d inst., is 
presumed to be as favorable a presentation of 
the matter for himself and DELEGATE 
COAKLY as he can make, but is pronounced 
by lawyers to be an evasion of the law. 

The law don't require me tobe a prop- 
erty-owner, but Jam. I didn’t know that a 
delegate had to be a tax-payer until Chris 
Schawacker told me a few days before the 
election. I then went and hunted up some of 
my friends who were delinquent, and bought 
with Jerry Coakly a lot in the Page avenue 
addition owned by P. J. Taafe, on which the 
taxes were delinquent for two years. He 
bought it, paid $1,000 for it, and paid all the 
taxes on it up to date two days before the 
election. My tax receipts are at my house and 
anybody can see them. I don't like ta have 
anything like this going around about me, 
because I’m going to be a candidate for re- 
election, I think.’’ 

DELEGATE E. F. FOX of the Fifteenth 
Ward does not appear on tbe books of 88 or 
‘SA as a taxpayer and when interviewed bya 
Post- DISPATCH reporter several days ago said 
his property was in his wife’s name. 

DELEGATE CHAS. KEENAN of the Fourth 
Ward does not appear on the books as a tax- 
payer and claims that the property at Seventh 
and Biddle streets reverted to him and his 
mother at the death of his father. However, 
he does not appear as the one who paid the 
taxes. 

DELEGATE THOS. G. KAYE does not ap- 
pear to have had any taxabie property in 88, 
as his return on $280 does not appear until 
March 23, 88. 

DELEGATE O’NEILL’S bill was marked un- 
paid for 8 and has since remained at the 
Collector's office unpaid. It was for $6.13 on 
personalty valued at $240. 

JOHN R. ROLFES is not credited as paying 
taxes in or 84. He paid on property owred 
by hie mother in 84 and had the Dill so 
indorsed. 

HA. A. PISHON, the delegate from the 
Twenty-fourth Ward, does not appear on the 
books as a tax-payer during either 1883 or 1884, 
but it is claimed that he does not come within 
the number of disqualified delegates, as the 
firm of Pishon & Miller paid a merchants’ tax 
of $25.50 in 1883, and $22.40 in 1884. Whether 
this satisfies the conditions ordained by the 
charter in the words, and shall have paid 
city and State taxes for at least two years next

GOULD’S INFLUENCE. 


The Assistant Circuit Attorney Retained as 
Special Counsel by the Monopolist. 

The question of whether the Grand-jury will 
make a thorough inquiry into the accusations 
of false swoaring and bribery and corru 
charged against some members of the H 
of Delegates is discussed with lively interes 
around the Four Courts. It is alleged that ob 
structions and interference will hamper 
work of the Grand-jurors should they 
decide on vigorous action. There are many 
ways also without hindrances by which an in- 
vestigation may be hampered or rendered 
harmiess. Jay Gould’s influence is far-reach- 
ing and his Southwest system has in 
its employ some of the ablest 
and most active of the St. Louis 
attorneys. It is not likely that Gould or his 
lieutenants would want any dirty work which 
may have been donefor them brought to the 
light of day, and the 
want to protect members of the House 
of Delegates from the charges, if not out 
of gratitude for past service, at least in ex- 
pectation of future favors. The official who 
has most to do with the Grand-jury, directing 
their examination and counseling them 
in law, is the Assistant Circuit Attorney, 
Marshall F. McDonald. Mr. Mo- 
Donald is the dominating influence in the 
Circuit Attorney’s office. He is a public official 
charged with important duties. At the 
same time he . is the retained 
attorney of the Gould Southwest sys- 
tem. His intimate connection therewith 
and the seal with which he worked with and 
aided Private Detective Furlong of the Mis- 
sour! Pacific in the alleged telegraph wire-tap- 
ping conspiracy during the recent strike is 
fresh in the memory of the public, and his 
relations to the case were deemed incompati- 
bie with a high sense of his duties as a public 
official. Now, however, he returns to con- 
duct an investigation into the 
alleged bribery and corruption 
of certain members of the House of Dele- 
gates when the Gould lobby is suspected to 
bave been active in these notorious schemes. 
Assistant Circuit Attorney McDon.- 
ald has recently visited Hillsboro 
asthe attorney of the Iron Mountain Road 
to conduct a prosecution against the strikers 
on behalf of Jay Gould. If he is retained by 
the Gould people, and is in their employ, how 
can de be expected to be energetic in 
ferreting out official rascality ‘which may 
involve or reflect onthe people who employ 
him? Hence it is that there are already heard 
mutterings thatthe Grand-jury investigation 
will prove abortive.

COTTON AND CORN. 


Condition of Crops in the Memphis District 
Reported. 

Mxurnts, Tenn., July 7.—The cotton crop 

report for the Memphis District which em- 

braces West Tennessee, North Mississippi, 


North Arkansas and North Alabama 
to be published to-morrow by 
Messrs. Hill, Fontaine & Co., will 


say: The weather fluring June was in the main 
unfavorable. Excessive rains fell through 
out the district, which prevented cultivation 
of farms, and the result is shown in the 
present general grassy condition of the 
cotton crop. In many localities, espe- 
cially in Mississippi, Tennessee and Aiabama, 
lands planted in cotton have been abandonde 
owing to the long continued wet weather and 
the cons@équent discouragement of labor, 
Injury to the plant from lice and insects 
is reported from several counties in Alabama. 
Stands as a general thing are good but con- 
siderabie compiaint is made of the plant run- 
ning too much to weed, while in many locali- 
ties the grass has stunted the growth of the 
young plant which is reported small. 
Arkansas is the only State in which the pitan 
is blooming and forming.well, in all the others 
the reverse is reported. As compared 
with last year, the condition of the cro 
is not so good, Favorabie weather will, 
however, enable farmers to clean their flelds, 
and, with propitious seasons, an average 
yield may yet be secured throughout the dis- 
trict. The abandonment of lands makes „ 
ua shrinkage in the acreage, which will 4 
decrease from last year. 

Corn has suffered from the excessive rains 
but not to the extent of cotton, and a fair yield 
is anticipated in a portion of the district, 
excepting Mississippi, where the rains have 
drowned out the growing plant in the low 
lands

Consternation in the Ranks of the Bears—

A well 
known firm here that handles large amounts 
of actual wheat, bringing receipts here to an 
immense amount, are supposed to bave been 
short a line of wheat that would make an 
ordinary trader want to o off and 
die after such a rattling as they have bad. It 
is believed that this concern have covered 
most of their shorts and paid pretty ~~ 
for the privilege of doing so, too, t 
would be almost impogsibie to give those 
who have been playing in this losing game, 
but outside of those who went away and the 
few faithful bulls who have staid by their 
colors aromas all the racket 2 got during 
the decline, it may be stated that St. Louis 
traders have been pretty badly punished 
during the past week or so. So far 
only one has been knocked outand it is be- 
lieved that few if any more will suffer that 
badly.

Coal Miners. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., July 7.—A convention of 
miners of the Connelsville region will be held 
to-morrow to consider a proposal for the final 
settlement of the wage question on a sliding 
scale basis. The object is to adjust wages ex- 
actly according to the amount of work done 
in proportion to the selling price of coke. The 
proposal is to take the present rates of 95 cents 
a hundred bushels for mining, and 68 and 70 
cents an oven for drawing when coke is selling 
at $1.50 per ton as a standard. The miul- 
mum would be 81 cents a hundred 


| bushels when coke sells at $1.20, which s con- 


sidered the lowest price at which it could be 
soldat a profit. The wages would be scaled 
ap in this basis to a $4 selling price, which is 
about as high as coke has gone in late years, 
Thus the workmen would be secured a share 
of the benefit of a boom, wuhich 
they did not have in former years, 
and the existence of a minimum rate of 
wages would check any tendency of the ope- 
rators to sell at less than a profitabie rate. 
The prop: sail is looked on with favor among 
the workmen and is almost certain of adop- 
tion. When adopted the Kights of Labor of 
the region will be asked to consider it and 
comuittees will be appointed by each organ- 
ization to joln in drafting thescale for sub- 
mission to the operators.

Judge Van Wagoner this morning in the 
Criminal Court decided the motion for anew 


trial made in the Maxwell case. When the 
Judge took his seat at the opening of Court,he 


said: In the case of the State against Walter 
H. Lesnox-Maxzwell, alias Hugh M. Brooks, 
alias Theodore Oecil D’Auquier, the motion 
for a new trial is overruled.
